EDITORIALS COMMENTS 



The recent episode, which involved the editor 
and two associates of "le Carabin'\ has stirred up 
considerable interest in Quebec as to the rights of 
students. The Association General des Etudiants de 
Laval threatens to call a student strike because the 
University authorities expelled the editors without 
consulting student representatives. 

The whole issue began a few weeks ago with 
the publication in "le Carabin^^ of an article on the 
controversial novel ^The Insolence of Brother So- 
and-so (a French anti-clerical novel), and a story 
of a little boy who went to confession without being 
conscious of evil. The crisis came with a story narrat- 
ed by a woman of easy virtue and describing the visit 
of a former university student. A sensual descrip- 
tion of her reactions is an important element of the 
story which incidently is written in colloquial French- 
Canadian with literary overtones. 

The editor of the paper was apparently unaware 
of the impact these articles would have in a college 
newspaper. He declared that the article in question 
was not considered obscene when it was printed, but 
on the contrary it was thought that some moral con- 
clusions could have come of it.

Women have been fighting for 
equality for over fifty y^ars, and 
now they have it. They have the 
right to vote, they have the right 
to enter all fields of employment, 
for example medicine, law, pol- 
itics, science, teaching, etc. So 
why should we males foot all the 
bills?
